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CONSENT AGREUMENT AND ORDER

‘The Commussioner of the Districl of Columbia Pepartment of Insdrance,
Securitics end Banking (“Commissioner”), having the power to administer and
provide lor enforcement of the Check Cashers Act of 1998, effective May 12, 199%
(12.C. Law 12-111; D.C. OFficial Code § 26-307 ot seg. (2001)) (“Act™, upon duc
eonsideratinn of the subject matter hereol, has determined as follows:

STAYEMENT OF FACTS

1. Sammy’s Liguors Inc., d/b/a Samimy’s Liquors (" Respondent™) uperates a
liquer siore at 2725 Bladensburg Road, NE, Washinglan, DC 20018
(“Business Location™).

Respondcnt has been engaged in the cashivg of checks for a foe at the
Businces location since Lecember 1, 2001 (" Unficensed Activities™} and,
as stich, was required 1o have a ficense as a Check Casher pursuant to
section 3 of the Act since Decernber 1, 2007, '

Respondent does not have a Chack Cashers License and did not have o
Check Cashers [icense when it engaged o the Unlicensed Activities,



4. Resporudent represents that it purchased its business from the previous
owner on Decamber 1, 20071,

5. The provious owners of the business were Hesnsed as a Check Casher
ungl Decermber 31, 1999,

Respondent represents that it inad vertently believed it was properly
Heemsed as a Chock Casher under the Act.

7. On May 1, 26, Respondent filed an application for a Check Cashers
license pursuant to seotion 5 of the Act.

8. Section 9 of the Act provides thal the Commissioner tnay deny the
fssuance of a license where it is found that the applicant will not conduct
its business lionestly and carefuly. '

9. Tn order to comply with the Act and to rediess its Unlicensed Activities,
Respondent admils that it inadveriently viofated the Act and offers to
seitle this matter without a hearing. Further, Respondenst waives its right
o the administraive hearing process under sections 17 and 22 of the Act,
or under the District of Columbia Administrative Procedure Act,
approved October 21, 1968 {82 Stat. 1203; D.C, Official Code § 2 301 ¢t seq.
(200 (CAFA"Y regarding the Unlicensed Achvities, waives ity right to
appeal this Consent Agreement and Qeder (“Order”), and agrees to the
conditions set forth heredn.

CONCLUSIQN UF LAW

Respondent, at the Pusiness Locaton, inadvertently violated section 2 of the
Act by engaging in the cashing of checks within the meaning of section 2(2) of
the Act without fizst having a license as required by section 3 of the Act.

OBDER

WHEREAS, the Department of Tngurance, Secur ties and Banking
{"Bepartment”), based on nformation snlamitted »y the Respondent, is satisfied
that the violations alleged herein were oot wiilful and that the Respomdert s
reow takiing corveclive action; and
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WHELREAS, Respondent wishes to resolve the violkations of the Act by entering
ko this Order with the Deparlment, subjoct o the approval of the
Commmissinner, as roiimws:

3.

Fhe Respondent waives its right Lo furtier notice and hearing i this
matter.

The Respondent agrees to pay a fine in the amounl of cight hundred and
thirty-four dollars ($834) to the Departmnt pon execiition of this
Agresment.

The Resporndent agrees to pay four (four) years of lcense renewal foes of
bwo hondred doHars (52000 per yoar, for ¢ totat of eignt hundred dollars
($810), for the foes thal would have been paid had the lcense been in
effect since Decembear 2001,

Except as provided in paragraphs 5 and 6 of this section, the Department
agrees nol 1o pursue vther administrative remedies available under its
administrative authority relating to the Unlicensed Aclivities and also
agrees not to pursue additional levies, fees, or actions with Respondent in
conmection with the Unlicensed Artivizies. '

The Departmert hereby accepls Respundent's payvirent of “he fine and the
remewal feas, The Department may take any acton aecessury fo enforce
the: provisions of this Order, inciud ng, but not limited to, the suspension
or revocation of g Check Cashert license issued ho Respondent, the Issnance
OF i cease and desist arcer, or the assossmenl of o fine or penalty.
Additionally, this Order shall not affect the jurisdiction or authority of the
Department to lake any administrative or regulatory aclion Lo administer
the Act or any other [aw administered by the Deparkment which is
¢pplicable to Respondent o its business for actions not covered by this
Order.

In ovder to resolve the violations of the Act, Respondensl agre[-:.ﬁ'that the
Department may inmmediately suspend or revoke a Check Casher license
1ssued to Respondent upon Respondent’s failure w0 satisfy any of the
conditions set forth in this Cirder, and that Responden| hereby watves any
right to awtice or a hearing provided under sections 17 or 22 of the Acl, or
unicder the APA, and wuaives ils right to appent this Order.

ACCORDINGLY, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED:

That Respondenl shall ensure that proper procedures are limplemented to
prechude any foture non-compliance with the Act and shall nol engage b
the cashing of checiks unless it receives a Checle Cashers ficense from the
Department.

That in licu of taking any enforcement action, the Commissioner will
agree Lo accept Respondent’s payment of a fine in the amount of cight
fundred thirty four dollars {5534) and lcensing renewal fees of eight
Fundred doHars ($800) made pavable to the D.C. Treasurer. .

if Respondent applies for, and receives, a Check Cashers licens: from the
f.'_}epﬁrtme.]'tt, Respondent agrecs Lo provide a bond in conformance with

the requirements established in section 7{a) of the Act; provided that the
amount of the hond shall be ton thousand dollars (510,000 for the initat

hicense period and the subscquent rencwal license period.

Respondent ahall notify the Diepariment withio two (2) business da v Gl
any chaages in the owriership of Respondoit.

Within ten {L0) days of the execution of this Agreemens, Respondent shall
submil {o the Depastineritl a roport signed by an authorized officer of
Respondent tlut discloses any outstanding consumer e mplaints or
inquirics involving the Respondent’s busmess as of the date of this
Agroement,

Respoadettt shall ensurc that internal controls and operating procedurcs
are implemented (o proclude any future mon-compliance with the Ack.
Clopies ol interna| controls and operating pracedures shall be submitted to
the Department within thirty (30) of the cxecution of this Agreement.

that the Commissioner finds this Agresment nocessary and appropriate
and in the public interest for the protection of check cashing consumers
and consistent with the purposes fairly intended by the policy and
provisions of the Act. '
